portion of fore ign. -bornis smaller than ten 
years ago. The latest figures show that the 
rroportion of foreign-born in the United 
States is but i5toevery 100 of native-born, 
while ten years ago it was 16 to every 100. 
Another curious fact that may be mentioned. 
in this connection is that the proportion of 
colored population is increasing at just about 
the same rate that the foreign vorne lement 
is decreasing. ‘The number -of colored per- 
sons to each 100 whites is now fifteen, while 
ten years ago it was fourteen to each 100 
whites. The number of colored and foreign 
born in the country are now equal to six and 
half millions each, both together forming just 
one-fourth of the po pulation of the country.

Yet in open 
violation of this Constitution Mr. Jay 
GoUuLD was permitted to consolidate the 
control of the Missouri Pacifie and the 
Wabash, two separate roads which run from 
St. Louis to Kansas City and St. Joseph, 
competing at various intermediate points. 
Mr. GouLp is President and Director of both 
roads, one of his syndicate is Vice-President 
'and Director of both, and four other mem- 
bers of his syndicate are direetorsin both 
companies, contrary to the plain letter of the 
Constitution. As Judge BLACK says, “We 
elect legislators and State officers and regu- 
larly swear them, not merely to support, but 
to obey the Constitution.

TALK WITH A TEACHER. 


The Study of Arithmetic in the 
Public Schools. 


American and German Systems--The Tendency 
to Practical Knowledge in Education. 


The emphasis being given the study of 
arithmetic in St. Louis public schools was 
spoken of yesterday by a teacher, who said 
that though Assistant Superintendent Foster 
did make it his hobby, there was certainly 
good reason for it, asup tolast year it was 
not unusual for High School girls to fail in 
arithmetic when trying to pass examination 
for the Normal School. 

Miss Amelia C. Fruchte.who is a leading in- 
structor in the Normal School, added that 
when she wasin Frankfurt. Germany, last 
spring, the principal of the best school in 
that city,told her he had about fifty Ameri- 
can boys among his pupils, and that while 
they had been taught to read well they were 
not thorough in arithmetic. ‘He admitted,” 
continued Miss Frughte, *‘that American boys 
were better informed on subjects and that 
they were quicker in understanding prac- 
tical business details, but insisted that as far 
as his experience went they lacked sureness, 
especially that knowledge of arithmetic 
which it is necessary to have as the basis of 
higher mathematical studies. He 
complimented our phonetic 
od and acknowledged that we 
were more successiul than his 
countrymen in teaching reading. 1 was not 
disposed to question his criticism, for I think 
there was some justice in it. There should 
be a greater degree of thoroughness required 
in the instrumentary studies—reading, writ- 
ingand arithmetic—not only in St. Louis, 
but throughout the public schools of the 
United States.

A Tailor’s Definition of a Fashion- 
able Wardrobe. 


- — 


The Lull in the Tailoring Business--His Busy 
Months--The Weather’s Effect. 


The pleasant weather which St. Louisans 
are now enjoying, long after old Boreas usu- 
ally lets loose Kis wintry blasts on the resi- 


dents of the Future Great, has 
had a depressing effect on the 
tailoring trade. A few chilly days 


during the first of October retired straw hats, 
but were not sufficiently cool to relegate light 
coats and trousers to the tender mercies of 
the moth. 

“‘Those who have bought winter suits al- 
ready,” said an Olive street tailor, ‘have not 
had an opportunity to wear them. Ordina- 
rily the latter part of September and the 


first half of October fs_the busiest portion of 
the year, but this year has been an exception 
on account of the weather, which will post- 
pone the bulk of the business until nearly 
Christmas time.” 

‘‘What are the best months in the year for 
the tailor?” 

“The spring and fall are the best seasons 
and the months of May and October the best 
months. At those two periods of the year 
most men buy clothes. “Of course many cus- 
tomers buy clothes regardless of the seasons. 
When one suit becomes at all shabby they 
get another. or two or three at a time. There 
are regular customers and well-to-do men, 
fashionable men you might say. 

“What is a tailor’s 
of a fashionable man?” 

“That would be hard to give. Icounta 
man who has a wardrobe of adress suit, a 
swallow-tail, a Prince Albert suit in cloth, 
another in worsted, three or four button 
cutaway and a couple of English walking 
or sacque coats for business purposes 
the owner of a fashionable wardrobe. 
| can’t say what goes to make up a fashiona- 
ble man, nor what goes to make man look 
dressy on the street or in the parlor. One 
man will look well in anything, another will 
not look wellin anything you can puton him.
